I would do hack work, ifinecessary, until I became abl 
to write the great American novel.” 

Nothing is better than “digging” in” and holding the 
OM / dine. It is hard work. The acquiring of the proper per- 
3 sistence is harder than the work itself, which aften seems 
of little'importance. The! work itself may be of little im- 
portance; as’ one views the great things of life, but the 
acquisition of the proper spirit is of the utmost value. 

The world is full, of! failures who, in a dissatisfied 
moment, walked up to the window, took what was com- 
ing to them in pay, and quit the job. There are bright 
men who are always “resigning.” It: is a prettv safe rule 
to stick it through and do-a dittle more work than is ex- 
pected of you. bee
